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i is not surprising, in view of the unusual pro 
posals made, that the publication of the dotails 
of the method by which the Office of Works 

‘o select architects to prepare designs for the new 

Government buildings in London and Edinburgh 
has led to considerable discussion, not only amonyst 
architects, but by an interested general public as well. 
As our readers know, the London building is to be 
erected on land in Whitehall now occupied by Montagu 
House and by Whitehall-gardens, the site including 
that part on which the design prepared by Mr. E. 
Vincent Harris in 1915 for new Board of Trade oftices 
was to have been carried out and which was abandoned 
in consequence of the War, though we believe we are 
right in stating it was always understood that 
in happier times the design would be proceeded with. 
The long and somewhat embittered discussion as to 
the Government’s relations with architecture and the 
growing increase of the activities of the Office of Works 
which ensued after the War, will be remembered, and 
from the discussions in Parliament, and especially the 
speech of the Marquess of Londonderry, some time 
First Commissioner of Works, at a dinner of the Archi- 
tecture Club, it appeared that the Government had 
determined that the new offices in London and Edin- 
burgh should be erected from designs prepared by the 
Office of Works ; but whatever the intention at one time 
may have been, it was finally decided that these build- 
ings should be designed by private architects. 
Gratifying, however, as this decision appeared 
to be, it was certainly never contemplated in the archi- 
tectural profession that the methods by which the two 
architects were to be selected would include a ban 
for that is what it is, not only on many of our leading 
architects, but on the winner of the original competition 
for the Board of Trade offices. The President of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects, we are told, 
has been asked ‘‘ to nominate ten architects from the 
profession in England and Scotland.” These names 
will be presented to a committee composed of Lord 
Crawford, Sir William Llewellyn, Sir Giles Gilbert 
Scott, and Sir Richard Allison (Chief Architect, 
H.M.O.W.), the Chairman of which will be Mr. W. G. A. 
Ormsby-Gore, First Commissioner of Works. From 
the list of the ten nominated architects the Committee 
will select an architect to prepare designs for the White- 
all buildings and from the same list another architect 
will be selected for the Edinburgh building, but by a 
different committee. We are not told how the “ selec- 
n”’ will be made, and it is surprising that, in fairness 
the selected architects, the choice is not to be 
vtermined by a competition between the selected 
1, whose qualifications would be more satisfactorily 
covered in this way. However that may be, it 
the age condition imposed in the selection of the 
names to which strong objection must be made.

time of the architect. As any architect knows, a 
building is designed as a whole, and when once designed 
and committed to paper, it can be carried out without 
the designer, desirable though, of course. it is for the 
designer to superintend the erection of his design 
ind there are well-known instances of important 


buildings being erected from the designs of deceased 


architects ; but if this were not sufficient, then a model 
could be made. We believe in giving our young 
architects “achance,” as it is called, and for that reason 
have upheld the competition system, but we do not 
accept the reason given for excluding men of mature 
experience, especially in large and important buildings. 
Some of the great architectural masterpieces of the 
world are the works of men of long experience, 
which would have been lost to us had an age limit 
been imposed on their designers. Instead of imposing 
this age limit, which rules out Mr. Vincent Harris by 
a short effluxion of time, the Office of Works should 
themselves have selected him as the architect of the 
new Whitehall buildings; but if not, then of course as 
one of the ten architects selected to take part in a 
limited competition. In our opinion, his selection is 
emphatically called for in all the circumstances, especially 
as he has had many notable architectural successes since 
he won the Board of Trade competition, and could be re- 
lied upon to prepare a design worthy of his reputation. 

In the course of the address by Lord Londonderry 
already mentioned, reference is made to three methods 
of securing an architect for important buildings, and 
his lordship indicated his preference for the employ- 
ment of the official architect and gave his reasons for 
doing so. Although the Government have agreed to 
the appointment of an outside architect for these 
two important London and Edinburgh works, it would 
seem that the influence and weight of the Office of 
Works is still paramount, and the satisfaction of the 
profession that an outside appointment is to be made 
may very well prove to be illusory. It is difficult 
to believe that the Loyal Institute of British Architects 
approve of the proposed method of selection, for their 
record is a consistent one in the advocacy of open or 
limited competitions, and the profession is entitled to 
know something of the reasons which have influenced 
them in their apparent support of the proposals we 
are discussing. Such proposals if finally adopted will, 
it may be feared, seriously affect the competition system, 
for appointments made as proposed for these Govern- 
ment buildings will be taken as a precedent in other 
building projects, and the chance which youth would 
get in these circumstances would certainly not be 
improved—unless, of course, the age limit were still 
further reduced ! 

We have considered the proposals mainly in reference 
to the new Whitehall buildings, but our observations 
apply also to the Edinburgh building, and we cordially 
endorse the remarks of a correspondent in The Times 
who says: 

‘Even if the reasons given for the age restriction 
held good with regard to the Whitehall building 
namely, on account of its magnitude and the time 
which may elapse before it materialises, the same 
argument should not apply to the Edinburgh building, 
which is of moderate dimensions, and will probably 
he erected within the next two years. To impose 
an age limit on such a scheme would be a most un 
reasonable proceeding, and would exclude considera- 
tion of manv of the ablest men in Scotland for what 
would be one of the most important buildings in the 
Scottish capital. By all means give youth a chance, but 
do not exclude matured experience for these important 


works.’

without precedent, and should never 
have been imposed. It is a very 
dangerous innovation to impose an 
age limit for art, and we hope that 
so unwise a decision will be recon- 
sidered. Goethe finished the poem of 
‘Faust ’’ when he was over seventy, 
and what are we to say for Michael 


Angelo, who was occupied on St. 
Peter's, at Rome, long after the age 
of 55? It is a comment of the poet 
Goethe, worth remembering at the 
present time, that “where there is 


much to be developed, it will be 
developed late.” As regards the 
argument that if the commission were 
given to an architect over 55 he might 
not live to complete it, this is in- 
validated by actuarial statistics. Even 
were it the case that the architect did 
not live to complete his work, always 
the risk in the case of a large under- 
taking, the building could without 
any special difficulty be completed 
by another from the former’s plans. 
Good architecture is not a matter 
of age; instances abound of fine 
work done by young and old, and 
by setting this arbitrary condition, 
the best design may be precluded. 
Think of the absurdity of suggesting 
that an author should stop writing 
at 55! The decision appears to be a 
bad instance of growing bureaucratic 
arbitrariness, and if established, will 
do great harm. The interests of archi- 
tecture are too often imperilled that 
we should take this latest coercion 
other than very seriously. The matter 
is dealt with in our leading article this 
week. 
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is a considerable difference of outlook, 
a greater freedom of approach in 
the younger men as compared with 
the more professional and older ways, 
and there is much to be said for not 
seeking after the already secured and 
successful reputation. There is a 
want of courage in following so much 
after great names. ‘Safety first ”’ 
is a most unsafe method in the arts, 
and in the public interest, at a time 
when so much ability is being trained 
for the profession, every opportunity 
should be given to the younger men 
to show their capabilities. 


THE subject of the good 
or ill in permitting the 
growth of ivy is a hardy 
perennial, as clinging as 
ivy itself. “‘ Whether it 
is desirable or not to allow the growth 
of ivy on buildings or trees,” writes 
a correspondent, ‘will depend on 
circumstances, and the ivy-mantled 
tower of the poet has still a good deal 
to say for itself. For when we have 
stripped every ruin of the natural 
apparel of age and robbed every oak tree 
of its green mantle, though we secure 
~if we do—a lengthened inheritance 
thereby, we may yet miss those 
gentle adornments of nature with 
which she garlands old age and the 
trees. A little wholesome neglect 
adds much to the repose of life, and 
we can imagine the bald horizontalism 
of much ‘ modernist’ building being 
ameliorated if ivy concealed something 
of its nakedness. And when we 
have laid bare from its clothing of 
ivy the ancient ruin, giving it a stark

St. Andrew’s, Colyton, Devon. 

Che ancient parish church of St. Andrew’s, 
Colyton, Devon, was seriously damaged by 
fire on Monday last.

‘The fire 
started in the modern south aisle, of which 
only the bare walls are now standing, the 
woodwork having been reduced to a smoulder- 
ing mass.

Economic Position in the Building Trade 


Unemployment in August in the trade 
according to the Board of Trade Journal 
for September 28, was 19.3 per cent. as com 
pared with 20.5 per cent. for July and 27.1 
per cent. in August, 1932. Unemployment 
among men engaged in public works contract- 
ing remains at 42.9, as in July, which is 2.5 
per cent. worse than for August, 1932. Plans 
for dwelling-houses after the high peak of 
July have dropped sharply by nearly 37 per 
cent. Plans passed for general building 
work, excluding houses, are also down, being 
26 per cent. worse than in July, and nearly 
26 per cent. worse than the average over 
1932. 


The Butter Cross at Bungay. 


With the consent of the Office of Works. 
Dr. L. B. Cane, Town Reeve of Bungay, 
Suffolk, has repaired the 250-year-old Butter 
Cross in the Market-place, Bungay. The 
cross was built in the year after the fire of 
1688 which destroyed its predecessor with 
most of the town. Repairs to the pillars and 
woodwork have been carried out, and the 
whole repainted. Althongh nearly a century 
has passed since the prisoners’ cage and 
dungeon disappeared from beneath the dome, 
the wrist-irons for securing prisoners are, it 
1s stated, still attached to one of the pillars.

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SHOP ARCHITECTURE—ORDER OR CHAOS? 


THE BUILDER 


By MANNING ROBERTSON, F.R.I.B.A. 


InprvipvaL shop design has received its 
full share of attention, and excellent in- 
dividual work has resulted, but as yet there 
has been little attempt to examine what we 
may call the town planning of shops and the 


necessity here, as elsewhere, of organised 
design on the grand scale. Mr. Trystan 
Edwards has filled up this gap in an illus- 


trated survey of shop architecture, past, 
present, and future.* It must be admitted 
that the present trend of the art is not en- 
couraging We see a continual upward 
growth of shops, situated in main traffic 
routes, where the shop develops into a 
gigantic emporium arrogating to itself the 
architectural pomp of a public building. 
The smaller shop, on the other hand, becomes 
little more than a plinth to a semi-skyscraper 
of offices or bedrooms. An examination of 
the 84 plates leaves one with a feeling akin 
to despair, not because the designs individu 
ally are bad. but because to be on good terms 
architecturally with one’s neighbours appears 
impossible. In a series of telling diagrams 
Mr. Edwards shows the neighbourly restraint 
of the Georgian period, with its universally 
acknowledged idiom, and contrasts it with 
the individualistic chaos of to-day, where 
steel skeletons are clothed in a fancy dress of 


stone columns, pilasters and pediments, so 
grotesque that it hardly merits the term 
‘ architecture ’’—is it not really an elaborate 





form of scenery? Admittedly, if we are 
to construct scenery, it is better for it to be 
good in design rather than bad. As a reac- 
tion to architectural scenery we have the shop 
that tells the naked truth with horizontal or 
vertical candour. 

Our buildings have lost all sense of mutual 
deference or recognition. A street of shops 
is like a musical phrase where each chord 
depends upon the one that went before and 
the one that follows after. A series of un- 
related facades, however excellent individu- 
ally, is as chaotic aesthetically as a string of 
unrelated chords. The genius of Nash pro- 
duced glorious phrases in architecture, and the 
basic problem of the future will be how to 
restore to architecture that sense of time— 
of the harmonious transition from one build 
ing to another—which has been lost to us 
This can only be achieved by unity of 
command, and recent experiences in Regent- 
street and elsewhere do not inspire confidence 
that, even where this is present, continuity 
of design will necessarily follow. Garden city 
conditions as at Welwyn would at present ap- 
pear to provide the only framework for such 
architectural phrasing. Possibly some solu- 
tion might be found in the system of panels, 
which are now operating in the countryside. 
Streets could be surveyed as they exist, and 
the leases and lives of the various buildings 
ascertained. Town planning principles could 
then be applied and a street designed as it 
ideally should be in 30 years’ time. Every 
new building would then take its place within 
this framework, until eventually the whole 
street would conform to a pre-determined 
scheme. It would not, of course, be necessary 
to go into details, but only to decide on the 
general lines that would govern the scheme 
as a whole—sufficiently to avoid chaos while 
leaving enough freedom to obviate monotony 
and to meet individual needs. 

Before any such scheme could be feasible 
there would have to arise a much greater 
sense of public responsibility and_co-operation 
than exists at the present day. It is possible 
that our conceptions of finance may alter so 
materially that aesthetic values may win their 
proper place. If we examine the author’s 
Fig. 1 we see a street containing one domed 
shop; this might be at a change of direction 
or provide a focal point and_ hence he 
aesthetically desirable. If, under present 
conditions, such a shop were built it would 
merely invite rival domes, as on Fig. 2, 
producing a futile jumble. The problem is

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how to obtain the unity of command that 
could ensure the one dome in the right place 
to the exclusion of its rivals. Suitable treat- 
ment would increase the amenity of the street 
as a whole, and a more enlightened public 
might bring about a competition for customers 
through the aesthetic rather than the blatant 
appeal, since a street subject to pre-ordained 
aesthetic regulations would give results bene- 
ficial to all concerned. Present conditions 
are in many ways comparable to competition 
in armaments, or at least to the competition 
in Free Gifts. 

The arguments brought forward in this 
book leave one convinced that shopping con- 
ditions of to-day—the result of continuous 
evolution—are also unfitted to our changed 
conditions, To begin with, a main thorough- 
fare is unsuited to shopping; this is well 
exemplified in the case of the narrow and 
tortuous Grafton-street in Dublin, where bus 
and tramway routes are diverted at each end 
down the wide Dawsonstreet that runs 
parallel with it. In Grafton-street the pedes 
can wander about and cross the road 
little interference from traffic, and we 
get in some degree the bazaar conditions that 
Mr. Edwards finally postulates as being the 
solution of the future. Here it appears 
distinguish between the smal] 
and the large store, as bazaar 
conditions of two stories would appear only 
to be suited to the former. The big store 
has probably come to stay, and we must make 
the f inevitable item of a 
large town 

The author’s shopping centre of the 
would contain no traffic; goods 
would be conveyed in mimature electric 
trains running along the roofs of the buildings 
some 25 ft. up. Such a centre would con- 
tain many glazed arcades where shopping 
could he carried on, wet o1 fine, and where 
materials would be protected from the sun. 
The difficulty in the way of lighting and 
ventilating the arcades should be easily over 
come. It might be possible to modify the 
scheme by placing the shops in central 
arcades, the rows of shops on either side 
being lighted by back streets, which would 
also convey goods traffic. It would be 
essential in anv such scheme to limit the 
heights of all shops to two stories. in order 
to secure adequate light and air, and a 
minimum of traffic in the comparatively 
narrow streets and arcades.

Such a quarter would be an ideal solution 
when dealing with small shops or in a small 
town, but each large store alreadv forms a 
series of superimposed bazaars which would 
cover an impossible acreage under bazaar 
conditions. The trouble from the planning 
point of view is mainly the obstruction which 
the traffic in a many-storied building causes 
on the pavement. This could he got over 
if each store had to provide a set-back of 
some 10 ft. from the pavement proper; this 
could be cut off at intervals into bays to 
prevent it from being used as part of the 
pavement. It would accommodate window 
gazers and people waiting for friends, and 
relieve the congestion of the pavement. We 
are, of course, faced with the question of 
cost of land, but if the extra pavement ex- 
tended only on the ground floor, in arcade 
form, it would probably pay for itself as a 
means of luring custom by attractive window 
displays that could be viewed in dry comfort. 
It is many years ago since Messrs. Smith and 
Brewer set an example in this direction in 
Messrs. Heal’s shop in Tottenham Court- 
road. Indeed, this building seemed to be 
pointing the way to a wider and more archi- 
tectural handling of the whole problem. Un- 
fortunately few have been guided by the 
sign-post. The architect’s attitude towards 
design is apt to be paradoxical. He objects 
to a heavy facade that appears to rest on 
plate glass, but often reacts favourably to- 
wards the modernist habit of letting the

hefore so short a time, and it therefore 
need cause no surprise if architectural style 
should exhibit as revolutionary an altera- 
on. ‘The need for stimulating such change

The advance in method must aim to eradi- 
ste the mistakes of the past and make the 
fulfilment of the task a more efficient and 
perfect process. That there are defects 
irrent and common to building is a fact it 
would be foolish to deny; and of these it will 
ibably be conceded that damp and decay 
ave been the most formidable which have 
id to be faced by the builders of all times. 
t will also be clear that if we come to the 
nelusion that we have at our hands 
aterials that remove the menace of one or 
th of these, and that those materials differ 
dely in nature and method of handling 
irom those we habitually use, then the design 
var buildings is likely to show a marked 
ange from precedent unless coincidence 
peats a pattern fortuitously or unnecessary 
ntortions are indulged to repeat an ancient 
pattern 
The bigger buildings of the cities show that 
ange inevitably. They grow as frameworks 
mm ground to roof, and the frame contains 
: panel filling definitely expressed as such or 
enclosing the whole shell in an uninterrupted 
surface. Size, multiplicity of stories, relative 
proponderance of voids, large enclosed areas 
ith 4 minimum or absence of supports im- 
jose a character, despite the designer, which 
iefinitely marks the building as of its times.

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burnt brick. But we should be wrong to 
conclude that a scientific development of 
cement may not be evolved by the chemists 
to make concrete of everyday materials, by 
ordinary unspecialist workmen, a material 
impervious to damp, whether by capillary 
attraction from the ground or by the pressure 
of driving rains. The production of such a 
material would offer at least one obvious 
building material of the future for the walls 
of houses and buildings of all kinds. 
_ Brickwork, as we have seen, has certain 
inherent defects chiefly concerned with the 
porosity of bricks themselves, the degree of 
which porosity to a large extent determines 
the suction that makes for a proper adherence 
between the brick and its cementing material. 
It is no satisfactory solution of the difficulty 
to eliminate the porosity of bricks by chemical 
treatment, since this must depreciate the 
stability of the brickwork, while the sealing 
of the surface by chemical means after the 
wall is complete is an additional process which 
would be unnecessary in the ideal building 
construction. But the development of an 
easily poured, mastic, adhesive, and impervi- 
ously setting material, to interpose in the 
body of a brick wail without prohibitive cost. 
would do much to preserve brickwork among 
the most suitable of modern building 
materials The Dutch people have shown 
what a fresh interest can be given to the 
treatment of brickwork, and we need not be 
tied by the leg to precedent if we resolve to 
continue its use. 

Turning to the question of decay, timber as 
a building material at once becomes an object 
of suspicion. There are many conditions 
which can be created unfavourable to the 
setting up of decay, but the menace of dry 
rot, worm, or beetle, is present wherever 
there is timber, and is never entirely removed 
from the most carefully constructed building. 
There is, therefore, a strong case for the use 
of concrete as a material not only for the 
walls of a nouse, but for its floors and roofs 
But it would be a hasty conclusion if we 
decided from these first considerations that 
timber and bricks must give way to concrete. 

Let me consider some of the influences which 
tend to perpetuate the more familiar materials. 
Timber is a light, conveniently handled 
material; easily sawn to length, framed to- 
gether securely, and surfaced The harder 
timbers, such as English oak, have proved 
their relative permanence in many ancient 
buildings, while the historv of the softer woods 
is second only to the harder in pride of record. 
The timber floor happens to prov de a slight 
but comfortable resilience to the tread which 
the solid floor does not offer Finally, timber 
is relatively cheap and, under adequate foresta- 
tion, sure of supply. If liability to rot and 
decay is its one defect, then surely the scien- 
tists of the future can apply further research 
to eliminate these weaknesses We cannot, 
therefore, exclude this material from our sur 
vey of the future. We should be premature if 
we decided too hastily that from henceforth 
we shall build either in concrete or in brick 
and timber. Science is at work, and we know 
how quickly it can work. Let us press the 
further research in the direction of producing 
the ideal concrete, the damp-proof solid wall. 
and the rot-proof timber. from the merits of 
which we choose the materials of the futur: 






11.—DETAILS OF THE MODERN HOUSE 

The keynote of the planning of the moderr 
house is the saving of labour, which some of 
the traditional methods of building construc- 
tion tend to check. The advent of an electrical 
age seems to be upon us if we are to accept 
the evidence of the grid development, and its 
successful arrival must mean electrical power 
at a cost consistent with its fullest use for 
the humblest purposes. Mechanical suction 
cleaning for the house suggests at once smooth 
surfaces, absence of projections, a softening of 
corners up to the point where such refinements 
do not cost more than alternative mechanical 
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orrectives. The house cleaner of the futare 
must be an erect worker no longer committed 
to the indignity of hands and knees. How fax 
away the ideal remains is not easy to foretell, 
but the direction in which the designer must 
work, so that his influence upon taste does not 
perpetuate things that are inconsistent with 
the end in view, is obvious. 

To come to greater detail, we can see that 
the construction of the door with a solid frame 
work filled in with light panels, the method 
of protecting the wear upon the lower edge of 
a plaster wall by means of a projecting skirt 
ng, the carrying of a stair handrail by means 
of small independent balusters with innamer 
able corners, are all commonly accepted details 
which react against the economy of cleaning 
labour we not unreasonably seek. And when 
we consider the alternative materials which 
science has placed at our command, and which 
appear to render many of these obvious de 
fects unnecessary, we begin to realise how 
hidebound we remain in our professed en- 
lightenment. 

So far as doors are concerned, there are 
many materials manufactured in sheet form 
unshrinkable, smooth and impervious, with 
which the framework of a door, whether in 
timber or in metal, could be entirely sheathed 
to give a single uninterrupted surface on both 
sides. We use them sparingly because they 
remain relatively expensive; but a sustained 
demand would no doubt bring forth an ade 
quate supply at a reasonable price. 

Fixed points of hanging for pictures have 
their objections in difference of individual 
taste and habit, and rather than these, or the 
present alternative of a rail, it may be won 
dered why a fixing in the form of a rubber 
sucker should not be used to apply to any 
position on any surface, 

Skirtings project because precedent dictates 
that they should be of wood, which shrinks 
and must therefore overlap the plaster. There 
seems no reason, other than the cost of special 
manufacture, why metal skirtings between 
which and the plaster there can be no shrink 
age, should not be fixed flush with the plaster 
and coved into the floor surface. Here again, 
the lead of a demand seems required. 


Given efficient lighting to stairway and 
staircase hall, which should be within the 
capacity of the efficient planner, there appears 
to be no reason why the handrail and guard 
of a staircase. should not be solidly cased 
within flush surfaces, with soft, easy lines 
flowing from one story to another. 

One might go through the house as we 
know it and find instance after instance where 
the tyranny of domestic drudgery might be 
further eased with the means at our hands 
The question arises whether, in so stripping 
the house of the future of so many things 
which give it character, we are not stripping 
it of beauty: whether, by offering to the 
housewife a greater measure of leisure, we are 
not at the same time ae many of the 
objects of interest which would give pleasure 
to her leisure moments. No student of archi- 
tecture can fail to appreciate the charm and 
interest of old wainscot panelling, richly 
moulded staircases, fine over-doors, bold and 
telling mouldings of all sorts. Can we offer 
anything to replace these if we take them 
away? 

The answer depends on the measure of out 
appreciation of thes things. If we appreciate 
merely their outward forms because it is 
fashionable to call them beautiful, and if we 
are content to measure their value only by 
their outward forms, we shall be equally con- 
tent to repeat them. But if we study the 
extremely practical considerations which in- 
duced the old builders to assemble available 
materials in the most efficient way at their 
command, our pleasure in the old work is not 
only increased manifold, but our contentment 
to repeat those methods under conditions 
foreign to their good sense vanishes automati- 
cally. 

Light and air are factors which require 
adequate attention in the modern house. The 
possibilities of increasing the proportion of 
voids to solids are so much greater under 
modern construction, which need no longer de- 
pend upon masonic stability, that the thought 
arises at once: Why should any limit be 
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placed upon the area of windows provided in 
our houses other than the bare necessities of 
framework ? 

The temptation for the free mind to jump at 
once to the conclusion that the house of the 
future must be a conservatory is a consider- 
able one, and the fact that historical precedent 
is #0 often the only argument brought against 
such a conclusion is a further encouragement 
towards its acceptance. A little consideration 
upon this point may suggest that the human 
being has so long accustomed himself to a 
balance of light and shade that we can overdo 
his ration of sunlight—if not so easily as we 
can starve him of it to his detriment, at least 
éufficiently to produce a human being lacking 
the ideal balance of his race. 

In designing the home of such a being, re 
spect must thus be paid to the provision of 
privacy, shade and contrast as well as to that 
of light, and the modern design may thus be 
taken to demand its contrasts of solid and void 
as certainly as precedent has dictated, with 
the difference that that contrast must be re- 
lated to the needs of the case rather than to 
any theoretical rules of pattern. 

The ideal house would have its sun room 
and its shade room, and the house attaining 
its nearest approach to an ideal, where each 
room must serve general utility purposes, 
must have a reasonable compromise between 
light and shade, excluding from the latter .all 
dark and dingy corners. It is the designer's 
task to order this sensible contrast to its best 
advantage, and the idea of a balanced pat- 
tern need not be excluded from his mind 
if he can resist it as a tyranny. 

Having admitted our freedom from masouic 
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rules, the idea of windows occupying the 
corner of a building need not be excluded. 
Such a window can be a — amenity 
where the view is worth catching, for from 
such a point of vantage nearly three-quarters 
of the compass is revealed. But such in- 
stances are comparatively rare, and the 
average view from a room is improved by the 
definite limit of the framework of a window 
whether as a horizontal panorama or as 4 
vertical composition. Considerations of the 
needs of the site along such lines will natar- 
ally impose the form and position of the win 
dows of the modern house. 

The corner window can be reduced to an 
absurdity if it is regarded as a theoretical 
gesture im defiance of tradition. For instance, 
a row of houses having corner windows op 
posed to one another simply outrage the ele-, 
ments of privacy. while offering nothing in 
compensation Good sense must determine 
these things above theory, and affectations of 
all kinds must be taboo. 

Another element which enters upon the 
design of windows is the question of heat loss. 
One of the first facts which the heating 
engineer seeks in determining the radiating 
surface needed in a room is the area of glass 
from which heat loss must be anticipated. It 
is obvious, therefore, that there is a limit to 
the glass area in a house beyond which the 
cost, of counterbalancing the heat loss from

Profit on Provisional Item 

Sin,—In a recent contract there was a 
provisional item for £300, to which the 
builder added £30 in his priced bill as profit

still within his rights to claim the £30 profit ” 


[Very mach depends on the terms of the 
contract relating to provisional amounts. The 
general rule is that a provisional sum, and 
the profit allowed thereon by the contractor. 
is under the entire control of the architect. 
and there is a legal ruling to that effect. If, 
therefore, the contractor has not been called 
upon to do anything in connection with the 
provisional item, as appears, obviously he 
cannot claim any of the provisional amount. 
nor, it appears, any of the profit be added 
thereto in the priced bill. In the circum- 
stances, it would be very difficult to support 
a claim to any or all of the £30 profit.—Ep.

Removing Paint from Wall.

Srr,—A good paint-remover should clean 

the walls without trouble, although complete 
removal usually involves pumice-stoning. 
Possibly the remover is not being applied 
liberally enough, or is not allowed to remain 
long enough before being scraped off. Prob 
ably the best method would be to use a re 
mover to remove most of the paint, and then 
re-plaster the wails, using a mixture of two 
parts fine sand, one part Portland cement, to 
which is added 5 per cent. water-proofer 
instead of the usual lime plaster. This would 
overcome the difficulty with the damp, and 
would avoid the expense of complete removal! 
of the paint from the plaster, on which paint- 
removers are not so efficient as on other sur- 
faces owing to the lime reacting with the 
‘hemicals of the remover as the paint

THe energetic measures being taken to put 
end to the slum evil are giving the owner 
small hoises a good deal to think about.

TECHNICAL SCHOOLS 


In the course of his presidential address to 
the 24th annual conference of the Associa- 
tion of Teachers in Technical Institutions, at 
Lincoln, Mr. F. H. Reid, B.Sc., referred to 
the necessity for the provision of more junior 
technical schools, and said that in many 

rts of the country there was urgent need 
or the provision of new buildings, recon 
ditioning, and extension of existing buildings. 
Many schemes which were in their final stages 
were cast aside in the automn of 931. That 
false move also resulted in an increase in 
unemployment and—as pointed out in memo- 
randa published by the Building Industries’ 
National Council—“ this particular form of 
economy, carried to its present extent, is rank 
bad business. . . Local education authorities 
should be allowed to proceed with all build- 
ing projects which are considered by them to 
minister to real needs." 

In addition to postponement of new build- 
ing programmes, the grants for equipment in 
many of our colleges were reduced to such an 
extent that there had been very little pro- 
vision made during the past few years for re- 
equipping and modernising the laboratory and 
workshop plant in the colleges. They, as 
technical teachers, knew what their students 
thought of the obsolete apparatus and machine 
tools which were sometimes provided for their 
use. Technical colleges should be ahead of. 
not behind, industry in modernising the 
laboratory and workshop equipment.

RECONDITIONING OF HOUSES 


Tue Scottish Departmental Committee on 
Housing, which has been in sitting in Glasgow, 
heard evidence on September 29 submitted on 
behalf of the Faculty of Surveyors of Scotland 
by Mr. J. Edwin Morgan, F.F.S., President, 
and Mr. Alex. H. Purdie, F.F.S., Vice-presi 
dent. From that evidence we take the follow- 
ing points regarding the reconditioning of 
houses :—‘‘ We have, with the aid of Dr. 
MeGregor, Medical Officer of Health for Glas- 
gow, sought out two cases of tenement pro 
perty suitable for reconditioning 
ing of room and kitchen houses and single 
ipartment houses, which we believed. to be 
typical of numerous examples to be found in 
the larger industrial towns of Scotland. The 
first example dealt with consists of a 
four-story tenement built approximately about 
1897; it is structurally sound, and, so far as 
we can estimate, has still a life of at least 
50 years. The property is tenanted by work- 
ing class people, who are to a large extent 
dependent for employment in the shipyards 
on the Clyde. Dhisregarding the ground floor. 
the three upper floors each consist of two one 
room and kitchen houses and one single apart- 
ment house. Each house has a sink with cold 
water only, and so far as sanitary conveniences 
ire concerned, there is one common water 
closet entering off the half landing of the 
public stair, which serves the three houses. 
The proposed improvements on the property 
involve the abolition of the single apartment 
house by asing it to provide two bathrooms. 
one for the use of each of the room and 
kitchen houses The bathrooms would be 
equipped with w.c., also bath and basin each 
with hot and cold water. The old kitchon 
ranges would be replaced by new ones with 
h nt water boilers and a combined cistern and 
cylinder for the hot-water supply would be 
erected near the kitchen range. Hot water 
would also be led to the existing kitchen sinks. 
The houses are at present equipped with zas

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Empire Timbers which Resist Dry Rot. 


Tue existence of two Empire timbers 
apable of offering a stout resistance to attack 
\y dry rot is referred to in the Annual Report 
i the Forest Products Research Board for 
1932,* just issued by the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research. Compara- 
tive tests with these two timbers have been 
made in the experimental building recently 
onstructed at the Forest Products Research 
Laboratory, Princes Risborough, specially for 
the investigation of wood-destroying fungi 
and beetles. The building contains rooms of 
good and bad construction. In the “ bad 
onstruction’’ room, in which there is a 
hollow floor with no ventilation beneath it, 
fungus has covered the greater part of the 
flooring eighteen months after inoculation. 
Alternate boards, the report states, were re- 
moved from the floor of this room when the 
fungus was in active growth and were 
replaced by boards of Western Red Cedar and 
of Western Hemlock, both Canadian timbers. 
After nine months there were slight signs of 
attack upon the hemlock, but the red cedar 
boards were completely free from fungus. 

‘No growth of fungus took place,"’ the 
Report states, ‘‘in the ‘ good construction ’ 
room, where there is adequate ventilation 
inder the floor, although each section of the 
floor has been twice infected with wood on 
which dry rot fungus was in active growth. 
This demonstrates that good ventilation will 
prevent the outbreak of dry rot even if infec- 
tion be present. It does not mean that a 
well-established attack by Merulius (the dry- 
rot fangus) can be checked by ventilation 
alone, but that an outbreak will not originate 
in a well-ventilated floor.’’ 


Industry Seeking Help from Science. 


The Report indicates that the advice of the 
Forest Products Research Laboratory is being 
more and more widely sought by all branches 
of the timber and timber-using trades. It is 
stated that the Laboratory now advises the 
Office of Works and other Government De- 
partments on all subjects connected with the 
ise of timber. The London County Council 
also consults it on matters connected with 
timber preservation. Hundreds of inquiries 
from firms and private individuals have been 
dealt with during the year regarding prac- 
tical problems connected with seasoning, dry- 
ing kilns, and the mechanical and physical 
properties of timber. 

During the year 25,000 mechanical teats 
ind 30,700 physical tests and other deter 
minations on timber specimens were made at 
the Forest Products Research Laboratory. 

Increasing appreciation,’’ the Report says, 
‘of the value of laboratory tests for the 
elucidation of specific problems is reflected in 
the considerable increase in the number of 
requests by outside bodies for mechanical 
strength tests. Many of these requests have 
been for tests to determine the extent to 
«hich blemishes, defects, methods of treat- 
ment, etc., affect the mechanical strength 
properties of the material relative to particular 
1ses,"" 

The increase in the output from the test 
ng laboratory is stated to have been due 
largely to increased work for the Empire. The 
nformation derived from the tests is of par- 
icular value in connection with the Empiré 
timbers now being introduced, since the com 

arison between the properties of new timbers 
‘nd timbers already in use, made possible by 
sach data, enables potential uses and markets 
or the new timbers to be readily ascer- 


ta ned. 


Death-Watch Beetles Still Scarce. 
Over 300 inquiries received at the labora 
‘ory teferred to damage ¢* fimber by attack 
v beetles. The majority of these related to 
mage by death-watch, furniture and powder-

post beetles. The report again refers to the 
difficulty of obtaining live specimens of death- 
watch beetles for experimental work. This 
has been partially overcome by obtaining 
two willow trees known to contain the living 
insects, and replanting them in the grounds 
of the laboratory. 

“As a result of the work of previous 
years,’’ states the report, “it has been 
possible to reproduce in the laboratory con 
ditions in timber which have proved more 
suitable for the development of the early 
stages of Xestobium (death-watch beetle) 
larve than those hitherto investigated. Conse- 
quently it has been found that larve feeding 
in timber in which these conditions—chiefly 
of humidity and the presence of decay pro 
duced by fungi—occur, have been making 
much more rapid progress in their develop 
ment than larve which have been unde: 
observation for two years under other condi 
tions. Temperature has been shown to have 
an important effect on the rate of develop 
ment of the insect, particularly in conjunction 
with other requisite conditions within the 
timber. A series of experiments has been 
carried out to determine the duration of the 
incubation period of the egg of the beetle 
under controlled conditions of temperature 
and humidity. The results shaw that an in 
crease in temperature, within certain limits. 
results in a marked reduction of the incuba- 
tion period and thereby hastens the rate of 
development of the insect. This information 
is of particular interest in relation to the pro 
gress of attack of death-watch beetle in the 
roofs of heated buildings.”’ 


A New Lyctus Beetle from japan 

Further work has been carried out on kiln 
sterilisation processes for the treatment of 
timber attack by the Lyctus powder-post 
beetles. A variety new to this country has 
been detected in imported Japanese oak, and 
there is a real danger, the Report states, that 
this new variety may become established in 
timber yards and manufacturers’ premises in 
this country. 

‘Although there is ample evidence,’’ the 
Report says, ‘“‘of continued losses to the 
hardwood trade from damage caused by 
Lyctus powder-post beetles, there has been 
as yet, no organised campaign by the indus 
tries concerned to deal with the problem 
Many industrial concerns have sought advice 
from the laboratory and have put its recom 
mendations into practice. Until, however, 
there is a more united effort on the part of 
timber merchants and importers on the one 
hand, and manufacturers on the other, there 
is little hope of material reduction of this 
type of damage to timber ’ 

The results of the past year’s work show 
that the liability of timber to Lyctus infesta- 
tion depends upon the relationship existing 
between the diameter of the pores of the 
wood and the diameter of the egg-depositing 
organ of the insect, and not, as was previ 
ously supposed, upon the relationship between 
pore diameter and the diameter of the Lyctus 
egg. The occurrence of Lyctas in such small- 
pored timbers as sycamore. willow, and the 
Australian Schizomeria ovata, mentioned 
specifically in the last Report, can thus be 
explained satisfactorily The conclasion 
which has been reached is that, with the ex 
ception of such small-pored timbers as horse 
chestnut, most hardwoods are suitable for 
egg-laying by the species of Lyctus which 
occur in Britain 


Measuring the Smoothness of Timber. 

In studying the machining qualities of 
timber, the smoothness of the surface which 
can be obtained from various woods is being 
compared by measuring the quantity of light 
scattered at all angles to the surface. Dif- 
ferences in the conduction of heat across a 
surface are also being used to assess smooth- 
ness, Everyone knows that a smooth surface 
feels colder to the touch than a rongh one, 
and this fact is being applied as a means of 
accurate measurement by determining the 
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loss of heat from a heated metal plate placed 
m contact with various wood surfaces. 


Natural Durability of Timbers. 

A standard method of determining the 
natural durability of timbers in comparison 
with English oak is being developed by ex- 
posiag specimens of heart- and sap-wood to 
the attack of various wood-destroying fungi 
The resistance to attack offered by the timber 
is determined from the loss of weight sufferet 
by @ specimen after a known period. Among 
other subjects dealt with in the report are 
improved methods for steam bending of 
timber, reconditioning of timber by high tem- 
perature steaming, standard tests of wood pre- 
servatives, the factors affecting the resistance 
of timber to wear, as in flooring, the chemistry 
of the decay of wood, the relation between the 
structure a. wood and its mechanical strength, 
and the deterioration of the strength of wood 
through fungal decay. 

Negotiations are proceeding with possible 
users with a view to obtaining sufficient sup- 
port from industry to warrant the erection of 
a plant at the Forest Products Research 
Laboratory for testing wooden boxes and con- 
tainers of all kinds. 


Empire Timbers. 

The Report notes with satisfaction the in- 
creasing commercial interest displayed in 
Empire timbers which is attributed partly to 
a eer desire on the part of consumers to 
utilise Empire products more extensively, and 
partly to the policy of Colonial Governments 
in developing their forest resources more inten- 
sively. At the instance of the Empire Mar- 
keting Board the De ent released an ex- 
perienced officer of the laboratory so that he 
could be sent ge Board to Nigeria and the 
Gold Coast. é visit was made possible by 
the co-operation of the Colonial Governments 
concerned, and it is confidently hoped that as 
a result of it more intimate contact will be 
established between these ions of produc- 
tion and consumers in the United Kingdom. 
It is also stated that the Colonial Office has 
made arrangements for vial courses of 
training in ‘‘ utilisation,”’ for selected Colonial 
forest officers who will make a comprehen- 
sive study of the requirements of this 
country’s markets and the best methods of 
organising the development of Colonial 
forestry sources to meet them 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


‘‘ The investigation into school buildings, 
which is being conducted on behalf of the 
National Union of Teachers, has proceeded,”’ 
states the current issue of The Human 
Factor, the journal of the National Insti- 
tute of Industrial Psychology, ‘‘ throughout 
the year and is still in progress. Stadies and 
experiments have been conducted in many 
schools on heating, ventilation, lighting and 
equipment, on the general design and fa out 
of school buildings and classrooms, and on 
such subjecte as the hand temperatures of 
small children, the size and shape of pencils 
most suitable for them, factors which affect 
the visibility of blackboard writing, etc. A 
‘sickness survey’ is being made in various 
types of schools. With the co-operation of 
the Architects’ Department of the Essex 
Education Committee, model classrooms are 
being erected to the Institute's specifications, 
in which further experiments will be carried 
oat under controlled conditions.”’ An account 
of the ty by Mr. John Sargent, 
Director of Education for Essex, and Mr. 
A. H. Seymour, the Institute's investigator, 
has been issued by the Union as a booklet, 
entitled School Buildings. This was reprinted 
m in The Builder for A 12, 1982, 
po was treated editorially on July 15, 1932.

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LANDLORD AND TENANT ACT 


LICENCE TO ASSIGN. 

Tae Landlord and Tenant Act, 1927, by 
Section 19, Sub-section (1) (a) has provided 
that in all leases, whether made before or 
after the commencement of the Act, contain- 
ing @ covenant condition or agreement against 
assigning, underiletting, charging, or parting 
with the possession of the demised premises 
without licence or consent, there shall, not- 
withstanding any express provision to the con- 
trary, be implied a proviso that the consent 
shall not unreasonably be withheld. This 
provision is general in its terms applying 
to business premises as well as to other 
premises, but it must be observed that it 
makes no alteration in the law as defined in 
numerous decisions as to what constitutes an 
unreasonable withholding of consent, and only 
in special cases under paragraph (4) is consent 
dispensed with, that is, in the case of leases 
for more than forty years’ duration, where the 
consideration is the erection of buildings in 
whole or in part, or the substantial improve- 
ment, addition to or alteration of buildings, 
in which cases, where the assignment, etc., 
takes place more than seven years before the 
end of the term granted, no consent or licence 
shall be required. 


In cases falling under paragraph (a), it is 
therefore still necessary to ascertain what is 
meant in law by an unreasonable withholding 
of consent, and the recent case, Premier Con 
fectionery (London) Co., Ltd., v. London 
Commercial Sale Rooms, Ltd. {Weekly 
Notes, July 8), is of importance. The 
plaintiffs were assignees of the benefit of an 
agreement dated July 26, 1927, made between 
the defendants and the assignors relating to 
a tobacconist’s shop forming part of a large 
block of business premises let to the aasigner 
for a term of fourteen years from September 
29, 1927, and also assignees of the benefit of 
an agreement dated September 14, 1928, made 
between the defendants and the assignors re- 
lating to another room in the same building 
known as ‘‘ The Kiosk,’’ let to the assignor 
for a term of fourteen years from December 
25, 1928. Both sets of premises were held 
subject to covenants ‘to use the said 
premises as a tobacconist’s shop only, and not 
to assign, underlet or part with the posses- 
sion of the said premises or any part thereof 
without the previous consent in writing of 
the defendants.’ In June, 1932, the plaintiffs 
went into voluntary liquidation, and through 
their liquidator, in September, 1932, agreed 
to assign the Kiosk to one X, and applied 
to the defendants for consent to the assign 
ment. The references of the proposed 
assignee were satisfactory, but the defendants 
refused consent on the grounds that they 
wished the two properties to be held by the 
same tenant as they eonsidered occupation 
by different tenants would be detrimental to 
their property. The plaintiffs in this action 
sought a declaration that the defendants had 
unreasonably withheld their consent, and that 
therefore the plaintiffs were at liberty to 
assign without licence. The Court, on the 
authority of two cases, Bates rv. Donaldson 
(1896, 2 Q.B., 241) and Houlder Brothers and 
Co. v. Gibbs (1925, Ch. 575), which we dis- 
cussed in our issne, October 30, 1925, held 
that the defendants were entitled to withhold 
their consent. 


Before giving the reasons upon which the 
Court based this decision, we will say a word 
about the two above cases, in both of which 
it was held that licence had been unreason- 
ably refused. In Bates v. Donaldson, the 
refusal to consent was based upon a desire 
by the lessor to obtain possession of the pre- 
mises himself, while in Houlder v. Gibbs, 
where two sets of premises were ir the same 
building, consent had heen refused on the 
ground that the proposed assignee was a 
tenant from year to year of one of the sets, 
and the lessors feared that they would lose 
him as a good tenant and have difficulty in 
finding new tenants for the premises he would 
vacate. In the first of these two cases it was 
neld that consent could not reasonably be 


withheld merely to obtain possession of the 
premises, and in the second case it was held 
that the refusal was unreasonable, as the 
reasons given had no reference either to the 
personality of the assignee proposed, or to 
the subject matter of the lease. Both 
decisions were given by the Court of Appeal ; 
but in Houlder e. Gibbs, the Court went into 
the whole question and delivered some pro- 
nouncements of importance. In the first 
place, the Court adopted the following state- 
ment from the jadgment of Lord Justice 
A. L, Smith, in Bates v. Donaldson, as rather 
more precise than a dictum by Lord Justice 
Kay in that case ; “‘ It [that is, the clause as 
to consent] was in my judgment inserted 
. . + to protect the lessor from having his 
premises used or occupied in an undesirable 
way or by an undesirable tenant or assignee "’ ; 
but Lord Justice Warrington further said : 
‘The user of the property, to be reasonably 
objectionable, need not necessarily be objec- 
tionable to the lessor as lessor of that par- 
ticular property. The user of the property 
might damage the lessor in other ways, and 
if it did, then an objection to that user 
would be reasonable; but, whichever way it 
is looked at, I think you must find in the 
objection something which connects it either 


with the personality of the intended assignee 


suggested as the new tenant of the property, 
or with the user which he is likely to make 
of the property assigned to him.” 


In the brief report of the judgment de- 
livered in the case we are considering, the 
learned judge is reported as holding that it 
is clear from the two above cases that a land- 
lord might withhold his consent because he 
objected to the use which the proposed 
assignee intended to make of the premises, 
and that he decided in favour of the de- 
fendants (1) because the proposed assignment 
would result in the kiosk being occupied 
separately from the " * (2) because that 
was a matter which the defendanta were 
entitled to consider in determining whether 
or not they should give their consent; (3) 
because the defendants believed that the 
separation might injuriously affect their pro- 
perty; and (4) because that opinion was one 
which might be entertained by reasonable 
persons and was not wholly unreasonable. 

It will be seen that this interpretation of 
the aser of the premises seems to g° a little 
further than the above cases, but the distinc 
tion between this case and Houlder’s case 
appears to be that the plaintiffs were tenants 
of both sets of premizes,
